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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

In  1892  the  Hon.  John  A.  Creighton  decided  to  carry  out  his  long 
cherished  plan  of  organizing  a  Medical  College  and  erecting  a  building 
suitably  equipped  for  such  a  purpose.  The  school  was  organized, 
a  proper  faculty  selected,  and  although  compelled  to  occupy  temporary 
quarters,  the  John  A.  Creighton  Medical  College  opened  its  doors  for 
the  reception  of  students,  September  27,  1892. 

On  account  of  financial  disturbances  which  were  then  sweeping 
over  the  country  the  erection  of  the  new  building  was  postponed  from 
time  to  time,  but  was  finally  completed  in  the  summer  of  1896.  The 
school  opened  with  a  three-year  course,  the  customary  course  at  that 
time  in  medical  colleges  of  this  country;  but  in  1894  the  college  extend- 
ed its  course  to  four  years,  being  the  first  school  west  of  the  Missouri 
River  to  require  four  years  of  study  as  a  condition  to  a  medical  degree. 

The  College  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Association  of 
American  Medical  Schools,  and  is  recognized  by  the  Royal  Colleges  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  of  England.  Graduates  of  this  school,  may 
therefore,  on  presentation  of  their  credentials  be  admitted  to  ex- 
amination by  the  Examining  Board  in  Medicine,  Surgery  and  Mid- 
wifery, on  the  same  basis  as  the  graduate  of  the  best  British  Colleges. 
This  recognition  is  of  importance  to  those  who  may  contemplate 
practice  abroad  at  the  conclusion  of  the  war. 

THE   COLLEGE  BUILDINGS 

The  College  is  located  on  the  corner  of  Fourteenth  and  Davenport 
Streets,  adjoining  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  with  convenient  access 
by  street  car  to  St.  Joseph's  Hospital  at  Castellar  and  South  Tenth 
Streets. 

The  College  of  Medicine  is  housed  in  two  buildings  connected  by 
a  bridge  on  the  second  story.  The  first-floor  of  the  main  building  is 
occupied  by  the  dispensary  for  ambulatory  patients.  On  the  second 
floor  are  the  Physiological  laboratories,  a  lecture  room  and  the  Museum 
of  Pathology.  The  laboratory  of  Bio-Chemistry  and  a  large  lecture 
room  are  on  the  third  floor.  The  dissecting  rooms  are  on  the  fourth 
flour. 

The  new  building  has  four  stories  and  a  basement.  On  the  first 
floor  are  the  laboratories  of  Histology  and  Embryology.  Lecture 
rooms  and  offices  occupy  the  second  fioor  of  the  building,  while  the 
third  and  fourth  floors  afford  accommodation  for  the  departments  of 
Pathology,  Bacteriology  and  Pharmacology.  The  Library  is  on  the 
fourth  floor. 
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The  laboratories,  lecture  rooms  and  dissection  rooms  are  large 
and  commodious  and  are  equipped  with  modern  appliances  for  teach- 
ing and  research. 

The  new  gymnasium  recently  completed  on  the  Arts  campus  offers 
exceptional  opportunities  for  healthful  exercise  and  recreation.  A 
physical  director  has  charge  of  the  gymnasium  and  will  cheerfully 
co-operate  with  the  students  in  enabling  them  to  secure  the  utmost  of 
advantage  from  this  latest  addition  to  the  University  facilities.  Hand- 
ball, squash,  bowling,  wrestling,  boxing,  running,  jumping,  billiards, 
swimming  and  aquatic  contests,  basket  ball,  and  the  various  other 
pastimes  appropriate  to  a  university  gymnasium  are  amply  provided 
for.  Each  student  may  receive  a  physical  examination  and  expert  ad- 
vice as  to  the  kind  of  exercise  he  needs. 

CLINICAL  FACILITIES 

The  College  of  Medicine  possesses  unusual  advantages  in  the 
matter  of  clinical  facilities.  The  following  hospitals  and  the  College 
Dispensary  supply  material  for  clinical  instruction:

ST.  JOSEPH'S  HOSPITAL  AND  CLINICAL  CLERKSHIPS 

The  Creighton  Memorial  Hospital  (St.  Joseph's  Hospial),  located 
at  Castellar  and  Tenth  Streets,  is  a  large  and  well  equipped  hospital, 
with  services  in  the  specialties  and  obstetrics  as  well  as  in  medicine 
and  surgery.  The  visiting  staff  is  chosen  exclusively  from  members  of 
the  faculty  of  the  Creighton  Medical  College.  One  hundred  and  ten 
free  beds  are  set  apart  for  bedside  instruction.  Daily  clinics  are  held 
for  the  students.  These  courses  consist  of  work  in  the  wards  and  are 
open  to  students  of  the  fourth  year.  Each  student  serves  as  a  Clinical 
Clerk  for  the  period  of  twenty-two  weeks  and  is  required  during  his 
period  of  service,  to  fulfill  all  the  duties  exacted  of  a  Junior  Interne. 

COLLEGE  CLINIC  AND  DISPENSARY 

The  Clinical  Dispensary  occupies  the  first  floor  of  the  main  college 
building.  Instruction  is  given  here  to  sections  of  the  class  in  medicine, 
surgery  and  the  specialties. 
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ST.  BERNARD'S  HOSPITAL 

St.  Bernard's  Hospital,  Council  Bluffs,  has  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
beds  provided  for  nervous  and  insane  patients.  Here  ample  oppor- 
tunity is  afforded  the  student  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental 
diseases.  St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  Omaha  and  Mercy  Hospital,  Council 
Bluffs,  are  adjuncts  to  the  clinical  teaching  of  this  college.  Whatever 
clinical  material  can  be  utilized  is  reserved  for  the  benefit  of  the  stu- 
dents of  the  Creighton  College  of  Medicine. 

DOUGLAS  COUNTY  HOSPITAL 

The  Douglas  County  Hospital  has  accommodations  for  120  pa- 
tients; being  supported  by  Douglas  County,  it  is  exclusively  a  charity 
hospital.  The  class  of  patients  found  here  afford  an  opportunity  to 
study  the  more  chronic  forms  of  disease. 

CITY  EMERGENCY  HOSPITAL 

Visits  in  small  sections  are  made  to  the  City  Emergency  Hospital 
for  Infectious  Diseases.  During  half  the  year  the  service  is  in  charge 
of  the  Professor  of  Pediatrics  in  this  College. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Admission  to  the  Four- Year  Course 

The  minimum  requirement  for  admission  is,  in  addition  to  a  four 
year  course  in  an  accredited  High  School,  two  years  of  college  work 
of  at  least  sixty  semester  hours,  of  which  at  least  twelve  semester 
hours  shall  have  been  devoted  to  Chemistry,  eight  to  Physics,  and 
eight  to  Biology.  Admission  is  governed  by  the  rules  formulated  by 
the  Council  on  Medical  Education  of  the  American  Medical  Association, 
which  follow: 

Beginning  January  1,  1918,  the  minimum  requirement  for  admis- 
sion to  acceptable  medical  schools,  in  addition  to  the  high  school  work 
specified,  will  be  sixty  semester  hours  of  collegiate  work,  extend- 
ing through  two  years,  of  thirty-two  weeks  each,  exclusive  of  holidays, 
in  a  college  approved  by  the  Council  on  Medical  Education.  The 
subjects  included  in  the  two  years  of  college  work  should  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  following  schedule:

A  semester  hour  is  the  credit  value  of  sixteen  weeks'  work  con- 
sisting of  one  lecture  or  recitation  period  per  week,  each  period  to  be 
not  less  than  fifty  minutes  net,  at  least  two  hours  of  laboratory  work 
to  be  considered  as  the  equivalent  of  one  lecture  or  recitation  period. 

Suggestions  Regarding  Individual  Subjects 

(a)  Chemistry — Twelve  semester  hours  required  (eight  until 
January  1,  1919)  of  which  at  least  eight  semester  hours  must  be  in 
general  inorganic  chemistry,  including  four  semester  hours  of  lab- 
oratory work.  In  the  interpretation  of  this  rule,  work  in  qualitative 
analysis  may  be  counted  as  general  inorganic  chemistry.  The  re- 
maining four  semester  hours,  required  after  January  1,  1919,  may  con- 
sist of  additional  work  in  general  chemistry  or  of  work  in  analytic 
or  organic  chemistry. 

(b)  Physics — Eight  semester  hours  required,  of  which  at  least 
two  must  be  laboratory  work.  It  is  urged  that  this  course  be  preceded 
by  a  course  in  trigonometry.  This  requirement  may  be  satisfied  by 
six  semester  hours  of  college  physics,  of  which  two  must  be  laboratory 
work,  if  preceded  by  a  year   (one  unit)  of  high  school  physics. 

(c)  Biology — Eight  semester  hours  required,  of  which  four  must 
consist  of  laboratory  work.  This  requirement  may  be  satisfied  by  a 
course  of  eight  semester  hours  in  either  general  biology  or  zoology, 
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or  by  courses  of  four  semester  hours  each  in  zoology  and  botany,  but 
not  by  botany  alone. 

(d)  English  Composition  and  Literature — The  usual  introductory 
course  of  six  semester  hours,  or  its  equivalent,  is  required. 

(e)  Non-Science  Subjects — Of  the  sixty  semester  hours  required 
as  the  measurement  of  two  years  of  college  work,  at  least  eighteen, 
including  the  six  semester  hours  of  English,  should  be  in  subjects  other 
than  the  physical,    chemical  or  biological  sciences. 

(f)  French  or  German — A  reading  knowledge  of  one  of  these 
languages  is  strongly  urged.  If  the  reading  knowledge  in  one  of  these 
languages  is  obtained  on  the  basis  of  high  school  work,  the  student 
is  urged  to  take  the  other  language  in  his  college  course.  It  is  not 
considered  advisable,  however,  to  spend  more  than  twelve  of  the 
required  sixty  semester  hours  on  foreign  languages.  In  case  a  reading 
knowledge  of  one  language  is  obtained  by  six  semester  hours  of  col- 
lege work,  another  six  semester  hours  may  be  well  spent  in  taking 
the  beginner's  course  in  the  other  language:  if  this  is  followed  up  by 
a  systematic  reading  of  scientific  prose,  a  reading  knowledge  of  the 
second  language  may  be  readily  acquired.  When  a  student  spends  more 
than  two  years  in  college  he  may  well  spend  twelve  semester  hours  of 
his  college  work  in  the  second  language. 

It  has  been  found  desirable  to  limit,  for  the  present,  the  number  of 
students  in  each  class  to  thirty.  Preference  will  be  given  to  those 
who  are  eligible  for  a  commission  in  the  Army  and  physically  fit  for 
this  service. 

It  is  the  duty  of  all  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine, 
who  have  remediable  physical  defects,  to  take  the  earliest  opportunity 
of  having  them  removed,  preferably  this  summer  before  entering 
school. 

Admission  to  the  Six- Year  Course,  Leading  to  the  Degree 
of  B.  S.  and  M.  D. 

Four-year  high  school  credits  are  required  for  entrance  to  this 
course.  The  work  comprises  two  years  in  the  College  of  Science,  and 
includes  the  branches  specified  above. 

CONDITIONS 

This  college  aims  to  give  a  professional  training  to  students 
morally  and  intellectually  qualified  for  the  practice  of  medicine.     It 
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requires  of  its  students  that  they  should  demonstrate  their  fitness 
for  the  profession  of  their  choice,  by  diligence,  order  and  energy  in 
their  studies  as  well  as  by  the  faithful  performance  of  their  prescribed 
work.  Incompetent  or  idle  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  remain  in 
attendance  and  the  Administrative  Board  reserves  the  right  to  sever 
the  connection  of  any  student  with  the  institution  at  any  time. 

1.  No  entrance  conditions  are  permitted. 

2.  The  repetition  of  a  year  is  allowed  but  once  in  the  medical 
course. 

3.  A  student  reported  by  the  body  of  instructors  of  a  given  year  as 
having  an  unsatisfactory  record  in  the  year's  work,  may  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Adminstrative  Board,  be  allowed  to  repeat  the  work 
of  that  year.    Otherwise  he  will  be  dismissed  from  the  school. 

4.  Conditions  must  be  removed  by  supplementary  examinations 
after  the  lapse  of  a  term  or  of  the  summer  vacation. 

5.  No  conditions  of  the  first  two  years  may  be  carried  into  the 
third  year. 

ADVANCED  STANDDSFG 

Time  credit  is  given  for  attendance  at  a  qualified  medical  school 
of  high  rank. 

Students  who  have  studied  medicine  in  a  well  recognized  school 
may  receive  subject  credit,  provided  that  they  have  passed  satisfactory 
examinations  in  the  branches  which  they  have  completed  and  have 
satisfied  the  Committee  that  the  work  they  have  had  is  the  equivalent 
of  that  given  in  this  school. 

Standing  and  Examinations 

Standing  is  determined  by  the  character  of  the  student's  work  and 
by  examination.  Negligence  in  the  prosecution  of  prescribed  work  may 
debar  a  student  from  examinations  and  the  privilege  of  advancing 
with  his  class.  Absence  from  twenty  per  cent  or  more  of  the  pre- 
scribed hours  of  a  course  debars  from  examinations  and  entails  a 
failure  in  that  course.  Conduct  which  reveals  an  unfitness  for  the 
responsibilities  of  the  profession  of  medicine,  will  lead  to  dismissal 
from  the  school. 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  term  in  the  courses  of 
that  term.     In  the  case  of  courses  which  extend  over  a  period  longer 
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than  one  term,  a  final  examination  will  be  held  at  the  end  of  the  term 
in  which  the  subject  is  concluded. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

A  candidate  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  must  give 
satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character.  He  must  have  pursued- 
the  study  of  medicine  for  four  years,  and  have  attended  four  full 
sessions  of  at  least  32  weeks  each,  exclusive  of  holidays:  of  these  the 
last  must  have  been  in  this  college.  The  Faculty  reserves  the  right 
to  sever  the  connection  of  any  student  with  the  institution  at  any  time.

^      *Each    student    must    supply    himself    with    a    microscope    fitted    with    eye-pieces 
and  the  usual  number  of  objectives,  one  of  these  being  an  oil  emersion  lens. 

When  possible,  loss  or  damage  is  charged  to  the  student  who  is 
responsible:  but  in  some  cases  it  may  be  divided  among  a  class  or  a 
group  of  students  if  the  Dean  considers  such  procedure  just.  The 
idea  is  to  make  every  student  a  guardian  of  the  college  property. 

Tuition  and  fees  are  payable  in  advance  and  they  will  not  be  re- 
turned to  one  who  leaves  before  the  end  of  the  semester.  For  the 
convenience  of  the  students  half  the  tuition  may  be  paid  at  the  begin- 
ning of  October,  and  the  other  half  at  the  beginning  of  February. 
A  discount  of  $5.00  will  be  allowed  on  each  half  yearly  payment  of 
tuition  made  before  October  20th  and  February  20th  respectively, 
making  each  payment  $65,  and  the  year's  tuition  $130.00.  To  secure 
this  discount  all  other  fees  and  dues  must  be  paid. 

No  charge  is  made  for  dissecting  material,  but  each  student  is 
required  to  deposit  $5.00  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  to  cover  possible 
damage  done  to  college  property.  The  amount,  less  the  actual  cost  of 
property  damaged,  will  be  returned  to  each  student  at  the  end  of 
the  session.

ANATOMY 

HERMANN  VON  W.  SCHULTE,  A.  B.,  M.  D.,  Professor. 
FRANCIS  W.  HEAGEY,  A.  B.,  M.  D.,  Assistant  Professor. 
EBEN  CAREY,  B.  S.,  Instructor. 

1.  Gross  Anatomy. 

Each  student  is  required  to  dissect  one-half  of  a  cadaver  under 
the  supervision  of  instructors.  He  is  expected  to  keep  a  note  book 
recording  the  results  of  his  dissection  both  verbally  and  in  simple 
diagrams,  so  that  accurate  and  thorough  personal  observation  sup- 
plemented by  his  reading  may  form  the  basis  of  his  knowledge. 
In  addition  there  are  frequent  demonstrations  and  occasional  lectures 
intended  to  clarify  and  systematize  the  information  obtained  in  the 
dissecting  room  and  to  explain  and  interpret  the  more  complicated 
regions  of  the  body  which  cannot  be  satisfactorily  understood  from 
a  single  dissection.  Great  care  is  taken  to  afford  adequate  opportunity 
and  excellent  material  for  dissection  and  the  responsibility  for  its 
utilization  is  placed  squarely  upon  the  student;  for  only  so  can  he 
come  to  the  realization  that  an  education  is  rooted  in  personal  effort 
and  that  in  the  medical  science  to  a  peculiar  degree  observation  and 
familiarity  at  first  hand  with  the  material  of  study  are  the  sure  road 
to  knowledge  and  self-development.  Twenty  hours  a  week  during  the 
first  semester  and  sixteen  hours  a  week  during  the  second  semester 
of  the  first  year.    Professors  Schulte  and  Heagey. 

2.  Neurology. 

The  course  in  anatomy  of  the  nervous  system  is  taken  up  In 
two  parts,  one  dealing  with  gross  anatomy  of  the  parts,  and  the  other 
with  the  histology  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord  and  the  relation  of  these 
parts  from  a  functional  as  well  as  an  anatomical  point  of  view. 
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Each  student  dissects  half  of  a  brain  and  is  loaned  a  set  of  sections 
of  the  cord  and  brain  stem.  Note  books  are  required  in  addition  to 
the  laboratory  notes. 

Four  hours  a  week  during  the  second  semester  of  the  first  year.

3.    Histology  and  Embryology. 

The  basis  of  these  courses  is  a  collection  of  slides,  a  set  of  which 
is  loaned  to  each  student  and  for  their  return  in  good  condition  he  Is 
held  responsible.  These  slides  are  studied  and  recorded  in  note-books 
which  the  students  are  required  to  keep;  this  classroom  work  which 
is  intended  to  be  objective  is  supplemented  by  conferences,  demon- 
strations   and    lectures. 

Fifteen  hours  a  week  during  the  first  semester  of  the  year. 

Professor  Schulte  and  Mr.  Carey. 

The  dissecting  room  is  situated  on  the  top  floor  of  the  main  build- 
ing. It  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated  and  is  supplied  with  study  col- 
lections of  bones,  models  and  wet  specimens  to  supplement  and  facil- 
itate the  dissections  performed  by  the  students. 

The  course  in  Histology  and  Embryology  is  given  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  new  wing. 

The  department  of  Anatomy  is  actively  engaged  in  research  and 
has  laboratories  equipped  for  investigation  in  the  various  branches 
of  morphology  which  are  open  to  qualified  workers  for  their  special 
problems.  Every  opportunity  and  encouragement  are  given  to  un- 
dergraduates to  follow  up  by  special  work  the  problems  which  arise 
in  connection  with  their  studies,  and  to  interest  themselves  in  the 
special  lines  of  research  which  the  officers  of  the  department  are 
severally  pursuing.  Students  desiring  to  engage  in  original  investi- 
gation receive  the  personal  supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Anatomy 
and  are  invited  to  participate  in  the  department  seminar  and  the 
scientific  conferences  of  the  staff. 

BIOCHEMISTRY  AND  PHYSIOLOGY 

SERGIUS  MORGULIS,  A.  M.,  Ph.  D.,  Professor  of  Biochemistry  and 

Physiology. 
VICTOR  E.  LEVIN,  A.  M.,  Ph.  D.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Biochemistry. 
SELIG  HECHT,  Ph.  D.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Physiology. 

1.     General  Physiological  Chemistry. 

A  knowledge  of  inorganic  and  organic  chemistry  is  prerequisite  to 
this  course,  in  which  special  attention  is  given  to  the  practical  work 
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performed  by  the  student  himself  in  the  laboratory.  The  course  is 
arranged  with  the  view  of  familiarizing  the  student  with  the  principles 
of  physical  chemistry  in  its  application  to  biochemistry:  with  the 
fundamental  cell  constituents,  the  lipins,  carbohydrates  and  porteins; 
with  the  composition  of  various  tissues  and  body  fluids.  The  chemical 
aspects  of  digestion,  respiration,  secretion,  and  metabolism  in  general 
receive  special  attention  In  this  course,  forming  the  basis  for  Physi- 
ology, with  which  course  it  is  co-ordinated. 

Twelve  hours  a  week  during  the  second  semester  of  the  first  year. 

Professors  Morgulis,  Levine  and  Hecht. 

2.  Human  Physiology. 

This  course  is  preceded  by  a  study  of  anatomy,  histology  and 
biochemistry.  The  student  is  therefore  well  prepared  to  undertake 
the  study  of  the  functions  of  the  organism.  In  this  course  emphasis  is 
laid  upon  the  normal  activities  of  the  body  as  the  rational  basis  for  an 
understanding  of  the  various  functional  derangements.  Reference  is, 
therefore,  made  wherever  possible  to  the  application  of  physiological 
facts  in  medical  and  surgical  practice. 

(a)  Physiology  of  the  Neuromuscular  Mechanism  and  of  the 
Special  Senses. 

(b)  Physiology  of  the  Circulation,  Respiration,  Digestion  and 
Secretion. 

Lectures,  demonstrations,  practical  exercises  and  recitations. 
Sixteen  hours  a  week  during  the  first  semester  of  the  second  year. 
Professors  Morgulis,  Hecht  and  Levine. 

3.  Advanced  Work  in  Biochemistry  and  Physiology. 

This  course  is  open  to  students  who  have  had  biochemistry  and 
physiology.  The  scope  of  the  work  is  not  limited,  and  the  facilities  of 
the  laboratories  will  be  given  freely  to  those  who  may  desire  either  to 
work  upon  some  special  topic  or  extend  their  study  beyond  the  ele- 
mentary course.  The  course  will  be  open  to  physicians  who  may  wish 
to  acquire  knowledge  of  the  most  recent  analytical  procedures.  There 
is  no  set  time  for  this  course,  the  instruction  being  individual,  and 
arrangements  should  be  made  with  the  Professor  in  charge.

1.  Physiology  and  Hygiene  of  new-born  and  infants,  diseases  of 
new-born,  breast  feeding,  artificial  feeding,  gastro-intestinal  diseases, 
diseases  of  the  circulatory  system,  genito-urinary  diseases,  diseases  of 
the  ductless  glands  and  developmental  diseases,  unclassified  diseases 
of  children.    Two  hours  a  week  the  third  year.    Dr.  F.  S.  Clarke. 

2.  Acute  infections,  covering  all  infectious  diseases  incident  to 
infancy  and  childhood;  blood,  spleen  and  lymphatic  diseases.  One 
hour  a  week,  two  semesters.     Dr.  A.  B.  Adams. 

3.  One  hour  a  week  clinic  at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  covering 
practical  feeding  and  acute  illnesses  outside  of  acute  contagious 
diseases;  acute  surgical  conditions  in  infancy  and  childhood;  diagnosis, 
laboratory  and  clinical,  of  chronic  cases.  One  hour  a  week  in  the 
fourth  year.    Professor  Newell  Jones. 

4.  One  hour  a  week  at  the  Emergency  Hospital  on  infectious  and 
contagious  diseases  for  one  semester.    Professor  Newell  Jones. 

5.  One  hour  a  day  at  the  College  Dispensary  for  sections  of  the 
Senior  Class  assigned  to  Pediatric  Department.  In  this  course,  stu- 
dents assigned  for  Dispensary  Pediatrics  will  be  expected  to  follow 
up  cases  in  the  home,  reporting  to  the  physician  in  charge,  and 
keeping  up  all  laboratory  work  on  the  case  with  complete  notes  of 
case  history.

1.  Materia  Medica. 

This  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  demonstrations,  and 
written  tests.  Instruction  is  given  covering  the  materia  medica  of 
organic,  inorganic  and  biological  drugs  used  in  medicine,  with  their 
preparations,  methods  of  administration  and  dosage.  Demonstration  of 
crude  drugs  and  official  preparations  are  made  to  familiarize  the 
student  with  their  physical  properties.  The  course  also  includes  a 
thorough  drill  in  the  system  of  weights  and  measures  used  in  dispens- 
ing. One  hour  a  week  in  the  second  semester  of  the  first  year  and 
throughout  the  second  year.    Professor  Muirhead. 

2.  Principles  of  Prescribing. 

This  course  consists  of  detailed  instruction  and  practical  work  in 
the  fundamental  principles  of  prescription  writing.  One  hour  a  week 
during  the  second  semester  of  the  second  year.     Professor  Muirhead. 

3.  Pharmacology. 

This  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  laboratory  experi- 
ments and  demonstrations.  In  the  laboratory  the  students  work  in 
small  groups  of  two  or  three  performing  experiments,  which  illustrate 
the  chemical  and  physical  characteristics  of  the  most  important 
medical  drugs   as   well   as  their  pharmacological   action   on   animals. 
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Each,  student  observes  and  makes  notes  of  the  results  of  the  experi- 
ments, and  must  present  a  carefully  kept  note  book  at  the  end  of  the 
course.  Experiments  which  are  not  suitable  for  the  small  groups, 
on  account  of  the  difficult  technique  required,  are  demonstrated  to 
larger  groups  or  to  the  entire  class.  Each  student,  however,  is  re- 
quired to  record  his  own  observations  in  his  note  book. 

The  lecture  course  is  given  conjointly  with  the  laboratory,  and 
systematically  covers  the  essentials  of  pharmacology,  thus  correlating 
the  principles  underlying  the  action  of  drugs  with  the  laboratory 
demonstrations. 

A  certain  amount  of  collateral  reading  is  required  and  during  the 
course  each  student  must  present  a  concise  abstract  of  at  least  one 
original  research  article  from  current  literature. 

Nine  hours  a  week  during  the  second  semester  of  the  second  year. 

Professor  Muirhead. 

4.  (Elective)  Advanced  Pharmacology. 

This  course  is  open  to  students  who  have  completed  satisfactorily 
the  three  preceding  courses.  It  is  designed  as  an  introduction  to  the 
investigation  of  pharmacological  problems  such  as  the  action  of  new 
drugs  or  a  more  accurate  study  of  those  imperfectly  known,  with 
the  designing  of  new  methods  for  the  study  of  their  action.  The 
student  works  under  the  direction  of  the  professor  but  is  encouraged 
to  do   original  work. 

5.  Dispensing  and  Prescribing. 

This  course  occupies  one  and  a  half  hours  a  week  during  the  first 
semester  of  third  year  and  consists  of  instruction  in  writing  pre- 
scriptions for  definite  therapeutic  purposes,  and  laboratory  work  in 
compounding  some  of  the  medicines  prescribed,  thus  developing  a 
practical  knowledge  of  drugs  and  the  combinations  of  drugs  they 
are  using,  and  of  incompatibilities. 

6.  Therapeutics. 

The  course  in  Clinical  Therapeutics  consists  of  lectures,  quizzes 
and  dispensary  work  extending  through  the  third  and  fourth  years. 

The  first  part  of  the  lecture  course  is  designed  to  supply  the  In- 
formation acquired  from  preceptors,  the  remaining  consists  of  the  ap- 
plication of  the  scientific  data  obtained  in  the  course  of  Pharmacology, 
as  well  as  mechanical  and  physical  hygiene  methods.  Immunity  serum 
and  vaccine  therapy  will  be  discussed  in  their  relation  to  physiology 
and  pathology. 
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Clinical  Therapeutics — Defined  outlines  of  treatment.  Prescriptions 
must  be  prepared  by  each  student  from  case  histories  in  the  class 
room  as  well  as  case  histories  taken  by  him  in  the  dispensary.

1.  Preliminary  Medicine.  Conferences  and  recitations  upon  ab- 
normal physiology,  one  hour  a  week  in  the  second  semester  of  the 
second  year.    Professor  Thompson. 

2.  Physical  Diagnosis.  Conferences  and  practical  exercises  for  sec- 
tions of  the  class  in  the  College  Dispensary,  three  hours  a  week  in 
the  second  semester  of  the  second  year.    Dr.  Poland. 

3.  Lectures  on  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  one  hour 
a  week  in  the  third  year.     Professor  Riley. 

4.  Hospital  Clinics  in  general  medicine  at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital, 
one  and  one-half  hours  a  week  in  the  third  year.    Professor  Thompson. 

5.  Clinical  Microscopy  (Practical  work  for  sections  of  the  class) 
four  hours  a  week  in  the  second  semester  of  the  third  year.  Professor 
Wohl. 

6.  Practical  work  in  general  medicine  at  the  College  Dispensary, 
five  mornings  a  week  for  half  the  third  year.    Dispensary  Staff. 

7.  Lectures  and  Clinics  in  general  medicine  at  St.  Joseph's  Hos- 
pital, two  hours  a  week  in  the  fourth  year.  Professors  Dunn,  Riley 
and  Sachs. 

8.  Clinical  Clerks  at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  five  periods  of  five  hours 
weekly  for  one-third  of  the  fourth  year. 

9.  Instruction  in  the  department  of  Medicine  will  be  given  In 
the  second  semester  of  the  second  year.  An  effort  will  be  made  to 
bridge  the  gap  between  normal  and  abnormal  physiology  by  a  con- 
ference  course   with   Krehl's    Physiological    Pathology    as    a    basis. 
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Diadactic  and  practical  work  will  be  given  at  the  time  in  physical 
diagnosis  also. 

10.  The  work  of  the  third  year  aims  to  familiarize  the  student 
with  essential  diagnostic  methods,  with  the  basic  facts  of  clinical 
medicine  and  pathology  as  applied  to  the  living  patient,  and  with  the 
fundamental  principles  of  the  treatment  of  disease  To  this  end 
the  work  will  be  divided  into  conferences  and  lectures  on  the  practice 
of  medicine,  laboratory  work  in  clinical  microscopy,  the  examination 
and  treatment  of  ambulatory  cases  in  the  dispensary,  and  reading 
in  the  library  upon  assigned  topics  on  which  theses  v/ill  be  prepared. 

11.  The  aim  of  the  last  year's  work  in  medicine  is  to  equip  the 
student  with  bedside  and  laboratory  methods  and  with  a  requisite 
amount  of  medical  knowledge  to  enable  him  to  practice  medicine 
sanely  and  safely.  A  limited  number  of  didactic  lectures  will  be  given 
to  the  whole  class  on  such  phases  of  the  subject  as  cannot  be  well 
developed  at  the  bedside  and  on  those  diseases  in  which  clinical  ma- 
terial is  insufficient.  Each  student  will  spend  five  hours  a  day  for  one 
third  of  the  year  in  the  medical  wards.  The  work  will  comprise  daily 
individual  conferences  with  the  medical  supervisor  of  the  service, 
daily  group  conferences  with  members  of  the  medical  staff,  daily  lab- 
oratory conferences  in  the  hospital  laboratory  under  direction  of  the 
department  of  pathology  and  bacteriology,  and  bedside  investigation 
of  assigned  cases  by  the  unassisted  student.  Independent  history  tak- 
ing, physical  and  laboratory  examination  of  individual  cases  will 
precede  the  medical  conference.  Assigned  reading  will  be  a  feature 
of  the  group  work  in  this  department.  In  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendation from  the  Council  of  National  Defense,  instruction  in  ad- 
vanced bacteriology,  epidemiology,  and  serology  will  be  given  by 
Dr.  M.  G.  Wohl,  Associate  Professor  of  Clinical  Pathology  in  the 
Department  of  Medicine.

1.  Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases — Lectures,  conferences  and 
recitations,  two  hours  a  week  for  one  semester  in  the  third  year. 

2.  Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases — Practical  Work  in  College  Dis- 
pensary, three  hours  a  week  for  sections  of  the  class  in  the  fourth 
year.     These  required  courses  are  supplemented  by  additional  work 
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In  St.  Joseph's  Hospital  and  St.  Bernard's  Hospital,  Council  Bluffs,  for 
which  special  arrangements  can  be  made  with  the  executive  officer 
of  the  Department.

The  subject  of  Obstetrics  is  taught  by  lectures,  recitations  and 
demonstrations  upon  the  manikin,  by  drawings  and  charts,  and  by 
attendance  upon  clinical  cases  of  labor.  The  didactic  work  is  done 
mainly  in  the  third  year,  the  clinical  study  in  the  fourth  year.  Cases 
of  labor  among  the  poor  of  the  city  are  referred  to  two  members  of 
the  Senior  class,  and  they,  assisted  by  the  professor  or  one  of  his 
assistants,  attend  the  case,  thus  giving  the  student  full  clinical  ad- 
vantage under  circumstances  approaching  more  nearly  to  what  he 
might  expect  to  meet  in  actual  practice  than  if  he  were  attending 
merely  hospital  cases. 

The  two  students  assigned  are  required  to  make  frequent  visits 
and  to  examine  the  case  as  to  the  presentation,  and  watch  for  abnormal 
complications  that  may  arise.  They  attend  the  case  during  the  labor 
and  take  care  of  their  patient  during  convalescence,  and  at  the  con- 
clusion make  a  detailed  report  in  writing.  Each  student  is  required 
to  conduct  not  less  than  eight  obstetrical  cases. 

1.  Didactic  Course — Chiefly  recitations  on  assigned  subjects  cov- 
ering the  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  female  generative  organs,  the 
physiology  of  pregnancy,  labor  and  the  puerperlum,  two  hours  a  week 
the  third  year.     Professor  McCleneghan. 

2.  Diadactic  Course — Lectures  and  recitations.  The  pathology  of 
pregnancy,  major  obstetrical  operations,  labor  and  puerperlum,  one 
hour  a  week  the  fourth  year.    Professor  INIack. 

3.  Practical  demonstration  of  normal  and  abnormal  cases  of  labor 
in  the  hospital  amphitheatre,  eight  cases  during  the  year,  to  sections 
of  the  class. 

4.  Out-Patient  Service — Each  pair  of  students  to  attend  at  least 
eight  cases  of  labor.  At  the  Rescue  Home,  Twenty-fourth  and  Spauld- 
ing  streets,  each  member  of  the  Senior  class  will  be  shown  from  two 
to  three  obstetrical  cases  during  the  term  and  will  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  familiarize  himself  with  normal  and  abnormal  labor.  The 
work  in  this  institution  is  under  the  care  of  Professor  McCleneghan. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  Out-Patient  Obstetrical  Department  of  the  Col- 
lege and  the  Maternity  Department  of  St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  furnish 
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a  sufficient  supply  of  material  so  that  students  are  fitted  to  practice  this 
important  branch  of  medicine.

2.  Ophthalmology— Clinical  instruction  will  be  given  at  the  Col- 
lege Dispensary  in  diagnosis  of  the  diseases  of  the  eye,  in  methods  of 
examination,  in  the  use  of  instruments,  including  ophthalmoscopy, 
and  in  the  application  of  remedies.  Forty-four  hours  in  the  fourth  year 
to  sections  of  the  class. 

3.  Diseases  of  the  Ear  and  Upper  Respiratory  Tract — Lectures  and 
recitations,  one  hour  a  week  for  the  first  semester  of  the  third  year.

4  Practical  Clinical  Course  at  the  College  Dispensary — Each  stu- 
dent becomes  familiar  with  the  methods  of  examination,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  diseases  belonging  to  this  department.  Forty-four  hours 
in  the  fourth  year  to  sections  of  the  class. 

5.  Hospital  Clinics — A  portion  of  the  time  of  the  Clinical  Clerks 
at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital  is  allotted  to  the  treatment  of  Diseases  of  the 
eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  and  each  section  will  witness  at  close  range, 
several  of  these  operations.

1.    General  and  Special  Pathology. 

Under  general  pathology  are  considered  the  principles  concerned 
with  degenerations,  inflamations  and  tumors.    Under  special  pathology 
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the  diseases  of  the  respiratory,  circulatory,  ailmentary,  genito-urinary 
and  nervous  systems  are  studied  microscopically  in  the  laboratory. 
This  work  occupies  about  three-fifths  of  the  whole  time  given  to  path- 
ology. Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work  nine  hours  a  week 
during  the  second  year.    Professor  Foote. 

2.  General  Bacteriology. 

This  course  includes  a  study  of  the  general  microbiological  prin- 
ciples, bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  soil  and  air;  the 
principles  of  infection  and  immunity  and  the  study  of  the  more  im- 
portant pathogenic  micro-organisms.  Each  student  is  required  to 
learn  to  examine  pathological  exudates  and  to  isolate  in  pure  cultures 
micro-organisms  in  "unknown'  mixtures.  Special  effort  is  made  to 
emphasize  those  points  that  are  particularly  necessary  for  the  practic- 
ing physician.  Nine  hours  a  week,  first  semester  of  the  second  year. 
Professor  Stevenson. 

3.  Surgical  and  Gross  Pathology. 

Special  stress  is  laid  on  the  surgical  aspect  of  pathology.  The 
course  includes  lectures  and  microscopical  work  as  well  as  demon- 
strations with  gross  material  and  study  of  microscopical  sections 
by  means  of  the  microprojection  apparatus.  Every  effort  is  made 
to  correlate  the  clinical  and  pathological  findings.  Material  for  study 
is  obtained  from  the  St,  Joseph's  Hospital  operating  room  and  from 
autopsies.  Eight  hours  a  week  for  the  third  year  to  sections  of  the 
class.     Professor  Stevenson, 

4.  During  the  fourth  year  a  minimum  of  thirty  autopsies  are 
demonstrated  to  the  class.  These  are  held  at  St,  Joseph's  Hospital,  and 
at  other  institutions  as  opportunity  presents.

7.  Roentgenology — St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  one  hour  a  week  In  the 
fourth  year.    Professor  Tyler. 

8.  Military  Surgery  and  Camp  Sanitation — One  hour  a  week  in  the 
fourth  year.     Colonel  Banister. 

RULES   FOR   CLINICAL   CLERKS 

1.     The  Clinical  Clerks  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  rules  of  the 

hospital.     They  shall  be  members  of  the  house  staff  and  shall  rank 

below  the   grade   of  Junior   Internes   and   shall  be  under  the   direct 
authority  of  the  Resident  Physician. 
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2.  The  Clinical  Clerks  shall,  subject  to  the  rules  of  the  hospital, 
faithfully  carry  out  all  instructions  given  them  by  the  Resident  Physi- 
cian and  shall  be  responsible  to  said  officer  for  the  faithful  and  satis- 
factory performance  of  said  duties. 

3.  The  Clinical  Clerks  shall  perform  only  such  procedures  on  the 
patients  as  assigned  to  them  or  may  be  ordered  by  the  Resident 
Physician.  They  shall  not,  of  their  own  motion  and  initiative,  order, 
prescribe  or  perform  any  therapeutic  or  diagnostic  procedure  what- 
soever. 

4.  The  Clinical  Clerks  shall  not  take  meals  in  the  hospital  or 
remain  during  the  night. 

5.  Each  student  on  being  assigned  to  a  clinical  clerkship,  shall 
before  entering  upon  his  duties,  provide  himself  with  proper  hospital 
uniforms,  and  shall  have  the  leather  heels  of  his  shoes  replaced  by 
rubber  heels. 

6.  Each  Clinical  Clerk  shall  before  entering  upon  his  duties  read 
these  rules  and  sign  them  in  a  book  provided  in  the  office  of  the 
Resident  Physician,  thereby  promising  to  obey  the  rules  and  to  be 
faithful  to  the  orders  of  the  Resident  Physician  and  his  superior 
officers. 

7.  The  Clinical  Clerks  shall  also  be  subject  to  the  rules  of  the 
house  staff  which  are  not  in  conflict  with  these  special  rules  for 
Clinical  Clerks. 

8.  In  case  of  dismissal  from  the  hospital  for  Infringement  of  its 
rules,  the  offending  Clinical  Clerk  shall  be  required  to  repeat  his 
Senior  year.  If  at  the  time  of  his  dismissal  from  the  hospital,  more 
than  half  his  time  as  Clinical  Clerk  has  not  as  yet  expired. 

9.  Patients  (with  their  histories)  who  are  to  be  demonstrated  by 
the  visiting  physicians,  must  be  brought  into  the  amphitheatre  by 
the  Clinical  Clerks  who  have  taken  their  respective  histories,  at 
least  ten  minutes  before  the  opening  of  the  clinic. 

10.  Ignorance  of  the  rules  will  not  be  received  as  an  excuse  in 
any  case  of  their  violation.
